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An Argumentative Statement 

Addressed to South San 
Francisco Improvement Club 


The following carefully prepared statement giving reasons 
why the territory petitioned for should be included in the 
limits of the newly incorporated city of South San Francisco 
has been addressed to the South San Francisco Improvement 
Club: 


To the Improvement Club of South 
San Francisco—Gentlemen: Your com¬ 
mittee having in charge the matter of 
the incorporation of the town of South 
San Francisco desires to present the 
following as its report on this sub¬ 
ject: 

The territory decided upon in the 
mass meeting of the citizens of South 
San Francisco included all of the 
original holdings of the South San 
Francisco Land & Improvement Com¬ 
pany, including what is known as the 
Fifth Addition to San Bruno Park, 
and including Tanforan Park. At the 
first presentation of the petition to the 
Board of Supervisors, strong opposition 
was encountered from the residents of 
San Bruno Park, who insisted that the 
southerly line of the town of South 
San Francisco should be limited to the j 
northerly line of San Bruno School 
District, Ibis line being practically a 
line running east and west about the 
center of the canal in front of the 
Packing House. Your committee after 
careful consideration of the subject 
and in order to avoid antagonizing the 
interests of the residents of San Bruno 
Park, and for the further reason that, 
they desired to include the entire water i 
front now controlled by the South San 
Francisco Land A Improvement Com¬ 
pany, compromised with the com-j 
mittee from the Improvement Club of! 
San Bruno Park by eliminating from 
the town limits, as originally proposed, 
the territory known as the Fifth Ad¬ 
dition to San'Bruno Park and the 
Race Track grounds known as Tan¬ 
foran Park. 

This action on the part of your com¬ 
mittee resulted in a free held a* to 
the southerly boundary of the proposed 
incorporated district. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Supervisors your committee encoun¬ 
tered most strenuous opposition from 
what is known as the Home Protective 


Association, who were present, repre¬ 
sented by several attorneys, who sought 
to prevent the incorporators from in¬ 
cluding within the town limits of 
South San Francisco any portion of thp 
land lying east of the Bay Shore Rail¬ 
road. Their argument being that if 
South San Francisco became a munici¬ 
pality it would control the ent ire water 
front known as San Bruno Point, the 
same as the City of Oakland controls 
its water front, and that inasmuch as 
this water front was about the only 
deep water point in San Mateo County, 
that it should be kept entirely under 
the control of the County of San Mateo 
and the dictation of the Board of Super¬ 
visors of said County, rather than let 
the municipality of South San Fran¬ 
cisco control that feature. 

They further argued that by this 
elimination of what is known as the 
manufacturing district from the pro¬ 
posed incorporation of South San 
Francisco, they would absolutely con¬ 
trol the question of the erection of the 
smelter at South San Francisco, and 
would completely tie the hands of the 
people of South San Francisco in any 
move that they might want to make 
towards enabling the construction of a 
smelter. Claiming that if the manu¬ 
facturing district including the smelter 
site was included in the proposed mu¬ 
nicipality of South San Francisco, 
that the people of South San Fran¬ 
cisco in their municipal capacity 
could authorize the construction of a 
smelter under their licensing power 
which would absolutely over-ride any 
ordinance that the Board of Super¬ 
visors might want to enact to prevent 
the construction of the smelter. 

The representatives of the HomePro- 
tective Association secured by solicita¬ 
tion protests from the United Rail¬ 
roads, from the Spring Valley Water 
Company, from W. P. Fuller A Co., 
from the Steiger Terra Cotta A Pottery 


Works and from the Benicia Iron 
Works, asking that the Board of Super¬ 
visors do not permit the town of South 
San Francisco to incorporate, or at 
least not to take in any of the territory 
which would include the property of 
the protestants. It was manifest to all 
parties concerned that the gist of the 
opposition lay in the question of the 
smelter, and your committee in j)erson 
and represented by Attorneys Brown 
and Styles combatted before the Board 
of Supervisors all points raised by the 
enemies of incorporation. Itwasargued 
and proven that the people of the town 
of South San Francisco had had under | 
consideration for more than three years 
the question of incorporation, and that 
many moves looking towards this ulti¬ 
mate result had been started by the 
people long before the smelter question 
had been thought of. This to prove 
the honest intent of the people of our 
community in their eliorts towards in¬ 
corporation. 

It was further stated that the move 
now being made to incorporate was a 
strictly honest one and that the matter 
of incorporation was being urged for 
the sake of the development of South 
San Francisco. The needs of the com¬ 
munity require better roads, sewers 
and other sanitary features which 
could not be obtained by any other 
means than by that of incorporation. 
That the manufacturing district had 
been included in this proposed incor¬ 
porated territory, because the people 
felt that the manufacturers who gave 
employment to the men residing in the 
townsiteof South San Francisco should 
contribute a little at least towards mak¬ 
ing sanitary and pleasant the homes of 
their employes. That the manufactu- 
ing district was further included in 
this proposed incorporation, because 
many improvements of a municipal 
character should be carried out in that 
district and along the water front for 
the common good, and such as the 
people of the town of South San Fran¬ 
cisco in a municipal capacity only could 
accomplish. That the territory asked 
for in the petition should not be dis¬ 
membered by cutting off the factory 
district and water front, for the further 
reason that the outlet for the sewers 
and drainage system of the proposed 


municipality must necessarily be at 

the water front and that two main 

« 

sewers must traverse the factory dis¬ 
tract upon two distinct and widely 
separated lines. That the owners of 
this so called manufacturing district 
were willing that that district should 
be included in the town limits, and 
that these owners, the South San 
Francisco Land A Improvement Com¬ 
pany and the Western Meat Company, 
were the absolute owners of all the 
water front proposed to be taken in¬ 
to the incorporation, including tide 
lots to deep water, and that therefore 
as a matter of right the people of South 
San Francisco were entitled to the 
territory as originally outlined in the 
petition of the incorporation. 

It was further argued and shown 
that the matter of the smelter had not 
entered at all into the calculations of 
the incorporators, and that incorpora¬ 
tion was not instituted in behalf of the 
smelter or any other industry, but for 
the general good of the people of South 
San Francisco, and that interference 
on the part of the Burlingame or any 
other outside community should have 
no weight with the Board of Super¬ 
visors, as the people of South San Fran¬ 
cisco wCre capable of governing them¬ 
selves wit hout any such guardianship. 
That all that was asked on fhe part of 
this community was the rights which 
are theirs as American citizens. That 
the smelter proposition should not be 
brought into this controversy to the 
extent of defeating the incorporation of 
the town of South San Francisco, be¬ 
cause that even if thecontention of the 
Home Protective Association were true, 
they still had a thousand and one 
other remedies to prevent the construc¬ 
tion of anything that would be a men¬ 
ace to the county at large. That the 
general scope and purpose of the law 
providing for the incorporation of 
towns into cities looked solely to the 
question of the consent of the people 
living upon the territory proposed to 
lie incorporated or upon adjacent, con¬ 
tiguous territory. This is demonstrated 
by the fact that the law first provides 
that the ]>eople of this territory shall 
ask for incorporation, and the Board of 
Supervisors alone have the power to 


curtail the territory asked for. That 
the intent of the law is that no one 
shall object except those on contigu¬ 
ous territory, is evidenced by the 
further fact that in case territory is de¬ 
sired to be added to the incorporation, 
that then only the people of that terri¬ 
tory are to be consulted. 

This intent of the law alone should 
give the Home Protective Association 
no standing before the Board of Super¬ 
visors of San Mateo County. 

The protests filed by the United 
Railroads, Spring Valley and Fuller 
Co., Steiger Pottery Works and the 
Benicia Iron Works, even though ob¬ 
tained by solicitation, alone have a 
standing in this controversy, but inas¬ 
much as the territory surrounding 
them of over one hundred times the 
bulk controlled by these protestants in 
the aggregate is owned and controlled 
by parties favoring to be taken into 
incorporation, they should be ignored 
as of a weight not sufficient to lop off 
any portion of the territory originally 
j outlined in the petition for inc.orpora- 
• tion.

GOOD ROADS. 

The Good Roads question has 
become once more a live issue. 

The automobile has brought it 
to the front. 

Ten years ago this same question 
was very much in evidence and 
the only visible result of two years 
or more of agitation was an ex¬ 
pensive salaried State Highway 
Commission. The agitation sub¬ 
sided, the Good Roads issue died, 
but the commission survived, and 
its members and attaches have 
been drawing their annual salaries j 
from the State 1 reasury ever since. 

What the result will be, in the 
case of this latest agitation, is hard 
to foretell. 

The automobile is a factor of 
such magnitude that it may be able 
to compel action. 

To accomplish any real reform, 
any permanent improvement, it 
will be found . necessary to do 
away entirely with the present 
road law system, which is not 
only inefficient but thoroughly 
vicious as well. 

The present system not only 
makes the county supervisor the 
road builder, but it makes the! 
road fund his personal perquisite, j 
It gives the work of road-build 
ing in charge of a man who, -in j 
nine eases out of ten, is totally in¬ 
capable, and it places the fund ab¬ 
solutely at his disposal without 
any cheek whatever. To say such 1 
a system is vicious is putting it 
mildly. 

The proposition to have the 
State of California build a number 
of trunk lines will probably end in 
talk. After years and years of 
waste of public funds, and result-; 
ing bad roads, some of the 
Eastern States have evolved a road 
law and road system, which is se¬ 
eming good roads. 

Under this system the principal 
thoroughfares, that is to say, roads 
traversing two or more counties, 
are called state roads, and are 
built under the supervision of the 
County Engineer, subject to re-' 
view by the State Road Engineer, 
all work to be done by contract, 
let to the lowest bidder on com¬ 
plete plans and specilicatious. 

The cost of such roads is paid 
jointly, a certain per cent by abut -1

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AI VISTA GRANDE 

Bracken’s Hall Packed Wednes¬ 
day Night by Citizens of That 
Locality to Discuss Questions 
of Forming a Fire District and 
Voting Bonds for a New 
School House. 

Bracken’s Hall, at Vista Grande, 
was packed to the doors on Wednesday 
evening with the citizens of that local¬ 
ity who were present to discuss the ad¬ 
visability of forming a lire district and 
the question of voting bonds for the 
pur pose of purchasing asuitable lot and 
the btuldingof a modern school house 
for the accommodation of the children 
of that rapidly growing section. 

The meeting was given under the 
auspices of the Vista (iramie Improve¬ 
ment Association, Inc., and the other 
improvement clubs and citizens in the 
Jefferson school dist rict at the northern 
end of the county had been invited to 
take part in the proceedings. 

The discussions on the subjects be¬ 
came quite vigorous at times, but a 
great amount of information was gain¬ 
ed by it. 

District Attorney J. J. Bullock was 
the lirsl speaker. He had been invited 
to be present to explain to the people 
tiie method of proceeding in the pre¬ 
liminary work necessary in establish¬ 
ing a new lire district. He answered 
several questions pertaining to the 
subject. He said it was necessary lirst 
to formulate a petition signed by at 
least fifly tax payers residing within 
tiie boundaries of the contemplated 
district and then submit it to tiie 
County Board of Supervisors, who 
would determine upon the boundaries 
and select tiie first Board of Fire Com¬ 
missioners, whose duty it would be to 
call a special election to give tiie 
citizens an opportunity of voting a 
special tax to raise a fund sufficient to 
purchase the necessary lire protection 
apparatus and make arrangements for 
water needed. 

Mr. Bullock was listened to very at¬ 


tentively and was the recipient of 
many expressions of appreciation by 
the audience at the close of his remarks. 

A. Hunderman, Trustee for the Jeffer¬ 
son School District, \yas the next 
speaker. He told the audience what 
had been done by the Board, of which 
he is a member, in the preliminary work 
attending the calling of a special elec¬ 
tion, which will take place today in 
the district for the purpose of voting 
on the question of issuing bonds to the 
amount of $:>0,00t)lo be used in furnish¬ 
ing belter school facilities at Vista 
Grande where there are now over 4(H) 
school children. 

Dn being asked by a citizen where 
the school house was to be located, he 
stated that it was the plan of the board 
to build two school houses—one at 
Vista Grande ami one at the Crocker 
Tract. 

Attorney H. \V. Brown, of Colma, 
made a vigorous argument in which lie 
stated that the method of procedure 
by the school trustees was wrong; that 
the law made it mandatory that they 
should have called a mass meeting of 
the citizens of the district, who would 
prepare a petition requesting the trus¬ 
tees to call the special bond election; 
that it was the part of wisdom to vote 
against the bonds at this time, and 
start all over again, and start right. 

\V. J. Savage, principal of the schools 
in Jefferson District, believed the trus¬ 
tees were conscientious in the matter; 
the necessary request had been made 
to the board; the school house would 
be located at Vista Grande. He urged 
tiie people present to work and vote in 
favor of the bonds, as the time had 
arrived when it was necessary to have 
better school facilities, and as soon as 
possible. He closed by saying that 
the citizens would be given a square | 
deal. 

Mr. Bullock, again being called up¬ 
on, told the audience that if the bonds 
carried, under present conditions, the 
trustees would have full power to act 
as they saw lit. 

The bond election today promises to 
be one of the most exciting ones that 
has ever been held in Han Mateo 
County.

“WHO’S TO WIN HIM?” 


The following report on health in- 
spection in this county has been given 
out by County Health Officer Dr. I). 
B. Plymire: 

“Have made about 1500 inspections 
in the first and second road districts 
and ha\ eabated hundreds of nuisances; 
have caused many sewer connections 
to be made in districts where sewers 
were laid. Where there are no sewers 
have had cesspools of sufficient depth 
adopted and lime used in same. 

“Have insisted upon the frequent re¬ 
moval of manure, etc., from stables and 
outhouses, have also succeeded in hav¬ 
ing many barns, sheds and fences 
j whitewashed throughout this district. 

“Have garbage men in various places 
; collecting garbage and disposing of 
same. 

“All these inspections were made 
\\ ithin two months by three inspectors. 

“ This inspection has proven a great 
benefit to the county and feel that the 
supervisors have acted wisely in I)e r- 
mitting the health officer to continue 
this good work throughout the county 
with one inspector as, by our taking 
these precautions, we may avoid not 
only the Plague in this county, but 
help abate the many infectious diseases 
which have been prevalent all over the 
Htate in the past two years.”
